Mr.  G.  R.  Milne  (deputy 
director  of  the  blood  transfusion  service  in 
Scotland)  appealed  to  members  to  publicise 
the  need  for  blood  donors.  Professor  J.  P. 
Todd  asked  the  views  of  the  meeting  on  a 
suggestion  to  hold  evening  classes  dealing 
with  work  not  usually  covered  by  the 
Chemist  and  Druggist  Qualifying  syllabus. 
Tt  was  agreed  that  such  classes  were  de- 
sirable, and  the  officers  of  the  Branch 
undertook  to  discuss  the  subject  with  Pro- 
fessor Todd.

Antibiotics  in  Canada.— Penicillin  and

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Educational  Echoes 

Echoes  of  the  recent  action  of  the  Coun- 
il  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  in  raising 
its  standards  for  certificates  of  qualification 
continue  to  reverberate  (pp.  517,  518).  "  Al- 
though there  was  general  agreement  with 
the  Society's  education  policy,  some  mem- 
bers thought  that  it  was  out  of  touch  with 
onditions  in  retail  pharmacy."  "  Future 
pharmacists  must  be  suitably  qualified  for 
closer  link  with  the  medical  profession." 
The  future  pharmacist  might  be  so  highly 
jualified  that  he  would  not  be  disposed  to 
pend  his  time  in  routine  dispensing." 
These  sentences  give  us  something  to  think 
ibout.  My  opinion  of  the  Council's  policy 
emains  unchanged.  Granted  that  educa- 
ion  in  pharmacy  must  keep  pace  with 
sducation  in  comparable  vocations — and  no 
ensible  observer  wishes  otherwise — it  re- 
nains  true  that  any  society  not  in  close 
ouch  with  realities  is  in  danger  of  early 
lecline.  The  world  of  affairs  is  the  crucial 
:est  of  sound  corporate  health,  and  societies 
leglect  it  at  their  peril.  Can  it  be  shown 
hat  the  new  standards  of  qualification  are 
leeded  so  soon?  I  think  not.  Some  of  our 
publicists  are  speaking  or  writing  as  if  there 
A^as  an  inherent  competition  between  train- 
ng  at  a  university  and  training  at  a 
echnical  college.  To  express  such  a  view  is 
o  confuse  ideas.  At  the  older  universities 
and,  I  suppose,  at  every  British  university) 
indergraduates  are  encouraged  to  get  rid 
)f  the  textbook  mentality,  if  they  have  it, 
is  early  as  possible.  At  a  technical  college 
extbooks  count  for  more,  though  students 
ire  not  expected  to  be  their  slaves.  The 
mphasis  in  the  two  types  of  study  is 
different ;  the  results  are  not  exactly  alike. 

Unity  in  Diversity 

There  must,  however,  be  an  underlying 
mity  in  this  diversity.  The  old  theory  of 
Difurcation  (as  it  has  been  called),  the 
eparation  of  pharmacists  into  two  diverg- 
;nt  and  almost  irreconcilable  classes,  has 
ately  raised  its  head  again  after  a  period  of 
quiescence.  As  I  remarked  a  few  weeks 
igo,  British  pharmacy  has  accepted  a  higher 
md  a  lower  qualification  since  1868:  and 
nany,  perhaps  most,  of  us  are  satisfied  that 
his  dual  status  fulfils  the  requirements  of 
;he  community.  Our  educational  reformers 
ire,  I  submit,  in  error  in  forcing  the  pace. 
Too  much,  for  instance,  can  be  made  of  the 
sset  of  being  able  to  advise  medical  men. 
might  reach  a  condition  in  which  the 


well  known  relationship  in  Bullein's  "  Bul- 
warke  of  Defence  "  would  be  reversed : 
pharmacists  might  become  so  learned  that 
instead  of  the  apothecary  being  the  physi- 
cian's cook  the  physician  would  be  the 
pharmacist's  parrot.  Again,  the  suggestion 
that  a  pharmacist  would  be  so  highly  quali- 
fied as  to  turn  up  his  nose  at  "  routine  " 
dispensing  is  to  me  a  deadly  heresy.  Among 
the  functions  for  which  a  pharmaceutical 
student  qualifies,  dispensing  will,  I  hope, 
always  take  the  highest  place.  In  so  far  as 
it  partakes  of  the  nature  of  routine,  dispens- 
ing is  none  the  worse  ;  indeed,  it  may  well 
be  the  better.  What  can  ensure  a  certainty 
of  technique  equal  to  that  derived  from 
constant  handling  of  the  materials  of  one's 
vocation? 

Tooth-brushes 

The  article  on  "  The  '  Tooth-brush  ' 
Tree  "  (p.  535)  brings  us  into  contact  with 
what  was  probably  the  earliest  type  of  im- 
plement used  for  cleaning  teeth,  a  scraped 
and  burred  piece  of  wood.  The  legend  of 
superlative  excellence  of  teeth  in  primitive 
races  dies  hard,  and  your  contributor  wisely 
refers  to  it  as  a  mere  belief.  The  early 
history  of  tooth-brushes  in  this  country  is 
obscure.  Some  made  of  bristle  came  from 
France,  as  far  as  I  have  been  able  to  trace, 
about  midway  in  the  seventeenth  century. 
In  1649,  as  the  Verney  Memoirs  show,  Sir 
Ralph  Verney  was  asked  to  inquire  in  Paris 
for  "  the  little  brushes  for  making  cleane 
of  the  teeth,  most  covered  with  sylver,  and 
some  few  with  gold  and  sylver  Twiste  "  : 
the  same  book  contains  a  record  in  1651  of 
"  a  gift  of  the  new  Paris  luxury — the  Teeth 
Brushes  and  boxes."  Unhappily  there  is  a 
virtual  hiatus  in  the  invaluable  Burney 
papers  of  the  British  Museum  from  about 
the  middle  of  1665  to  the  middle  of  1679. 
That  brushes  of  the  French  kind  did  not 
quickly  oust  the  older  wooden  appliances 
is  shown  by  an  advertisement  of  "  Incom- 
parable India  Dentiffick  Roots  "  at  sixpence 
each  in  the  "  Daily  Courant  "  of  November 
18,  1707.  Each  root  was  to  be  "  dipped  in 
fair  Water,  and  bruis'd  with  a  Hammer." 
By  1755  tooth-brushes  with  a  sponge 
mounted  at  one  end  were  on  sale.  Denti- 
frices have  a  longer  history.  They  were 
apparently  applied  at  first  with  the  fingers 
or  in  any  other  way  that  might  occur  to 
the  user,  and  the  teeth  were  afterwards 
wiped,  at  any  rate  in  1662,  "with  a  fine

A  PHARMACIST'S 
ANTHOLOGY 

Vichy  was  my  real  school ;  I  pulled  off 
there  an  honourable  mention  among  the 
noises  of  the  Springs,  intestinal  rumblings, 
festivals  of  gargling.  .  .  .

Is  it  worth  nothing  that  I 
drank  mare's  urine  at  Rosbeck,  wearing  a 
Tartar  kaftan?

Once  two 
or  three  fundamental  rules  become  clear  you 
are  au  courant  with  so-called  novelties,  and 
the  sweetmeats  filled  with  miraculous  water 
easily  replace  the  pills  made  of  mineral  salts 
without  your  suffering  any  deprivation.

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RECENT  RESEARCH 

Antibacterial  Action  of  Staphylococ- 
cus.— 205  strains  of  staphylococcus  have 
been  used  in  a  survey  by  Jennings  and  Sharp 
("Nature,"  January  25,  p.  133)  to  investi- 
gate further  the  antibacterial  activity  of 
the  group,  an  effect  which  was  first  noticed 
sixty  years  ago.  The  experiments  were 
carried  out  on  solid  media  using  agar 
plates.  These  were  inoculated  with  the 
staphylococcus  by  "  streaking "  across  the 
diameter  a  loopful  of  broth  culture. 
After  incubation  overnight,  test  organ- 
isms were  streaked  at  right  angles  to  the 
staphylococcal  streak,  and  at  both  sides  of 
it.  After  reincubation,  antibacterial  activ- 
ity, if  present,  was  shown  as  a  sym- 
metrical zone  of  inhibition  in  the  growth  of 
the  test  organisms  on  either  side  of  the 
staphylococcal  streak.  A  total  of  twenty-six 
active  strains  of  staphylococcus  was  found. 

Estimation  of  Aloin. — Stone  and  Fur- 
man,  Princeton  University,  U.S.A.  ("  Ana- 
lytical Chemistry,"  February,  p.  105) 
recommend  the  polarographic  method  for 
estimating  aloin  in  aloes.  A  known  weight 
of  aloes  was  extracted  in  hot  aqueous  ethyl 
alcohol,  and  the  extract  made  up  to  a 
standard  volume.  10  mils  of  the  solution 
was  mixed  with  10  mils  of  acetate  buffer, 
and  the  solution  deaerated  with  nitrogen. 
A  polarogram  was  taken,  and  the  wave 
height  compared  with  a  calibration  curve 
obtained  by  examining  a  standard  solution 
of  aloin.  The  polarographic  method  is  not 
recommended  for  estimating  aloe-emodin, 
because  of  the  extra  steps  involved  in  the 
procedure. 

Titration  of  Streptomycin. — Difficulties 
experienced  in  titrating  streptomycin  in 
solution  and  in  patients'  serum  are  de- 
scribed by  Fleming.  May  and  Voureka 
("British  Medical  Journal,"  May  10,  p. 
629).  Considerable  differences  in  end-point 
were  found  according  to  the  type  and 
dilution  of  culture  medium  used  in  the 
titration.  The  salt  content  is  an  importarit 
factor,  saline  solutions  tending  to  inhibit 
streptomycin.  Using  a  medium  of 
glucose — phenol-red — serum  water,  inocu- 
lated against  serial  dilutions  of  a  broth 
culture  of  Klebsiella  41,  it  was  found  that 
the  titrations  were  sufficiently  sensitive  when 
the  size  of  the  inoculum  was  "considerable," 
but  were  irregular  when  small  inocula  were 
used.  In  anaerobic  conditions  certain 
organisms  required  a  higher  concentration 
of  streptomycin  to  inhibit  growth  corri- 
pletely.  An  investigation  into  the  distri- 
bution of  streptomycin  in  blood  showed 


that,  after  one  hour,  under  experimental 
conditions,  the  bulk  of  the  drug  remained 
in  the  serum,  while  after  six  hours  the 
streptomycin  was  equally  distributed  be- 
tween serum  and  corpuscles. 

RURAL  DBSPENSENG 

At  a  recent  meeting  of  the  Warrington 
Chemists'  Association,  Mr.  E.  W.  Twiss 
(secretary)  introduced  a  discussion  on  the 
problem  of  providing  a  dispensing  service 
for  people  living  in  rural  areas  which  are 
not  served  by  a  pharmacy.  Warrington, 
he  said,  was  a  typical  average-sized  manu- 
facturing town  with  an  insured  population 
of  41,885.  No  doctors  in  the  town  did- 
National  Health  Insurance  dispensing,  but 
in  villages  two  or  three  miles  away,  a  con- 
siderable amount  was  done  by  several  doc- 
tors. The  amount  of  rural  dispensing 
would  increase  under  the  National  Health 
Service.  The  problem  was,  how  could 
pharmacists  undertake  such  dispensing? 

Several  members  stressed  the  great  im- 
provement that  had  taken  place  in  public 
transport  facilities  since  the  principle  of  the 
distance  limit  had  been  laid  down  twenty- 
five  years  ago.  Patients  would  not  suffer' 
any  great  inconvenience  in  having  to  go  two 
or  three  miles  to  the  nearest  pharmacy.' 
Mr.  a.  p.  Peake,  Earlestown,  said  he  knew 
of  patients  who  were  already  travelling  two 
miles  by  bus  from  a  doctor's  surgery  to  the 
nearest  pharmacy  without  complaining  of 
any  inconvenience.  Mr.  W.  Glenton  held 
that  schemes  for  the  collection  of  scripts 
and  the  delivery  of  medicines  by  chemists 
themselves  were  impracticable.  When  the 
transport  services  Were  nationalised  the 
State  might  organise  a  collection  and  deliv- 
ery scheme  in  the  more  remote  districts. 
Mr.  R.  G.  Bristow  stated  that  some  doc- 
tors, practising  in  villages  only  two  miles 
frora  the  town,  had  encouraged  N.H.I,  dis- 
pensing as  an  additional  source  of  income. 
Many  people  in  such  villages  travelled  by 
bus  into  the  town  several  times  a  week  to 
visit  the  cinema  ;  why  not  for  medicine?  An 
adequate  rota  for  late  dispensing  should  be' 
maintained  and  chemists  should  arrange  for 
dispensing  urgent  scripts  in  the  same  way 
that  doctors  arranged  for  attending  urgent' 
cases.  The  meeting  adopted  unanimously 
a  resolution  stating  that  the  problem  of  dis- 
pensing under  the  National  Health  Service 
for  rural  districts  near  Warrington  would 
be  solved  if  the  mile  limit  were  abolished, 
provided  that  an  adequate  rota  for  a  late 
dispensing  service  were  provided,  and  mem-l 
bers  of  the  public  were  made  familiar  with 
the  scheme. 
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DIESEL  SETS  AS  INDUSTRIAL  POWER  UNITS 


HIGH  priority  manufacture  of  diesel 
power  units  with  and  without  elec- 
trical equipment  is  being  sponsored 
by  the  Ministry  of  Supply  with  the  aim 
of  helping  power  users  during  the  next 
three  or  four  years.  The  Ministry  has 
authorised  the  release  of  the  material 
needed  for  a  large  pro- 
gramme to  make  avail- 
able engines  and  elec- 
trical generators  and 
switchgear  at  the  earli- 
est possible  date,  and 
manufacture  is  under- 
stood to  be  already  well 
in  hand.  The  installa- 
tion of  private  power 
plants  will  save  the 
imposition  of  peak  loads 
on  to  public  power  sup- 
ply, and  will  avoid 
night-shift  work  and  the 
staggering  of  working 
hours.  It  will  provide 
the  means  of  saving  the 
suggested  one-third  in 
current  consumption  re- 
quired to  reduce  the 
risks  of  load-shedding,  and  in 
enable  factories  to  carry  on  djiring 
cuts  or  total  stoppages  of  the  outside 
electricity  supply.  That  such  steps  are 
necessary  is  evident  from  a  recent  report  of 
the  Central  Electricity  Board,  which  pointed 
out  that  load  shedding  on  a  greater  scale 
and  over  longer  periods  than  hitherto  is 
inevitable  during  the  next  two  or  three 
years. 

Ease  of  Adaptation 

In  present  conditions,  private  power 
plants  can  only  be  based  on  prime 
movers  of  diesel-engine  type,  a  type 
which,  however,  is  most  readily  adapted 
to  industrial  installations.  If  the  engine 
is  coupled  to  an  electric  generator,  all 
or  part  of  the  factory  electric  load  can  be 
carried  by  it,  whilst  by  coupling  it  directly 
to  a  compressor,  a  length  of  shafting, 
or  a  pump  or  other  machine,  an  equivalent 
saving  in  electric  current  can  be  achieved. 
The  adaptability  of  the  diesel  engine  is 
enhanced  by  its  compactness,  by  its  press- 
button  motor-car-type  starting,  by  the  easy, 
safe  storage  and  handling  of  the  fuel  oil 
on  which  it  runs,  and  by  the  self-contained 
nature  of  the  diesel  unit  when  fitted  with 
radiator  cooling. 


The  sizes  of  the  diesel  generating  sets 
now  being  made  are  between  50  and  330 
kilowatt  voltage  ainps — sizes  chosen  after 
an  analysis  had  been  made  of  the  require- 
ments of  many  factories  and  of  available 
engines.  Adequate  supplies  of  the  diesel 
fuel  oil  on  which  to  run  the  sets  are  being

addition     assured  by  the  Ministry  of  Fuel  and  Power. 

In  addition  to  affording  relief  to  demands 
on  the  main  generating  stations  and  their 
inter-connecting  network,  the  use  of  diesel 
sets  will  also  result  in  a  saving  of  many 
hundreds  of  thousands  of  tons  of  coal  an- 
nually. In  fact  the  thermal  efficiency  of 
the  diesel  engine,  already  high,  can  in  some 
installations  be  further  increased  by  the  use 
of  the  waste  heat  in  the  exhaust  gases  and 
in  the  cooling  water. 

Prominent  among  manufacturers  of  diesel 
sets  for  private  power  generation  are  Davey, 
Paxman  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  Standard  Ironworks, 
Colchester,  one  of  whose  units  is  illustrated 
on  this  page.  The  model  shown  is  a  330 
k.v.a.  set  with  alternator  and  engine 
mounted  on  a  welded  steel  bedplate. 
Switchgear  is  mounted  in  a  separate  cubicle 
on  the  floor.  Smaller  generating  sets  are 
available  which  may  be  erected  complete 
with  switchgear  and  radiator  on  a  "  skid  "- 
type  base  to  facilitate  rapid  installation  and 
reduce  foundation  concrete  to  a  minimum. 
They  may  be  arranged  for  belt  drive. 

Manufacturers  who  wish  to  obtain  fur- 
ther details  of  the  scheme  should  apply  to 
the  Ministry  of  Supply,  which  is  arranging 
to  issue  priority  certificates  for  diesel  gener- 
ating sets  to  approved  industries.

"  Conclusions  "  on  Trade  in 
Proprietaries 

E  publish  in  this  week's  issue  the  "  Con- 
lusion  "  of  a  report  on  the  advertising  and 
ale   of   proprietary   medicines   with  the 
"  accompanying  letter "  submitted  by  the 
harmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain  to 
he  Minister  of  Health  on  February  14  and 
eleased  to  the  Press  this  week.  The  report 
onsisting  of  forty-eight  foolscap  pages,  is, 
e  are  advised,  a  strictly  confidential  docu- 
ent  and  is  not  available  for  publication. 
We  understand  that  it  was  compiled  by 
'  officials  of  the  Society."    It  was  adopted 
y  the  Council  at  their  February  meeting 
(C.  &  D.,  February  15,  p.  221,  where  it 
was    referred    to    as    "  setting   forth  the 
Society's  policy  with  regard  to  proprietary 
medicines  ").    Members  of  the  Society  will 
consider  it,  we  think,  more  than  curious  that 
a  report  on  a  subject  of  the  first  importance 
should  have  been  compiled  by  officials  of 
the  Society  and  adopted  by  the  Council, 
apparently   without   discussion,    and  cer- 
tainly without  prior  consideration  by  an  ad 
hoc  or  even  one  of  the  Council  Committees, 
especially   as   it   was   then   submitted  to 
Whitehall  as  "  the  Society's  policy  "  on  the 
subject.    Were  the  officials  of  the  Society 
instructed  to  undertake  the  work,  and  if  so 
by  whom?    Has  the  report  been  discussed 
with  Branches  of  the  Society?    If  not,  the 
most  that  can  be  claimed  for  it  is  that  it  is 
the  Council's  policy  and  not  the  Society's. 

The  references  to  the  trade  in  the  sixteen 
points,  which  we  assume  summarise  the 
report,  are,  in  many  instances,  phrased  in 
extravagant  language,  such  as  the  framers 


of  the  report  condemn  in  regard  to  the 
advertising  of  proprietary  medicines.  Take 
for  example.  No.  i,  "  Proprietary  medicines 
are  advertised  in  terms  of  the  grossest 
exaggeration  advancing  claims  which  are 
frequently  fraudulent."  Not  "  some,"  not 
"  a  few,"  not  even  "  many,"  but  the  whole 
trade  is  indicted !  Moreover,  the  heavy 
attempts  at  facetiousness,  such  as  "  the 
advertisers'  claims  are  frequently  so  fantas- 
tic that  one  would  not  be  surprised  to  find 
them  offering  secure  jobs  and  large  salaries 
into  the  bargain,"  are  surely  not  best  cal- 
culated to  persuade  the  Minister  to  treat 
the  report  as  a  serious  document. 

Recommendations  Examined 

Some  of  the  recommendations,  of  course, 
will  secure  general  approval — for  instance, 
the  objection  to  prescribing  by  post  (No. 
8)  and  to  advertisements  and  pamphlets 
publicising  sexual  tonics  (No.  9).  The  com- 
plaint made  in  No.  4  that  sales  of  many 
products    are   fostered    by    "  creating  an 
atmosphere  of  fear "  seems  to  us  to  lead 
nowhere.     Certain  factual  grounds  (e.g., 
misleading   statements)    are   suggested  as 
calling  for  the  suppression  of  advertisements 
but  the  border-line  between  statement  and 
suggestion  is  so  wide  as  to  cause  the  collapse 
of  any  attempted  control.    If  "  the  adver- 
tising of  proprietary  medicines  undermines 
public   confidence  "    (No.    7)   in   a  State 
medical  service  why  stop  at  censoring?  A 
"  censored  "  advertisement  must  undermine 
public  confidence  just  as  much  as  an  "  un- 
censored  "  one.  On  the  subject  of  excessive 
prices  charged  (No,  10),  would  the  proposed 
Committee   have   price-fixing   powers,  or 
who  is  to  say  when  a  price  is  fair  or  exces- 
sive?   If  it  is  true  today  that  preparations 
are  compounded  "  in  a  manner  and  of  such 
substances  as  to  defy  analysis  "  (No.  14)  the 
same  thing  would  apply  under  any  system 
of    control.      One    dogmatic  statement, 
namely,  that  the  advertising  of  proprietaries 
"  derogates  from  the  principle  of  the  free- 
dom of  the  Press  "  (No,  15)  should  certainly 
be  withdrawn  unless  examples  are  given  in 
the  report  itself.     Reference  to  excessive 
advertising  (No,  16)  suggests  some  form  of 
restriction  on  advertisements.    How  could 
this  be  effected?    By  rationing  advertising 
space    and    permitting   manufacturers  to 
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publicise  their  goods  at  intervals  in  specific 
sections  of  the  Press?  It  is  further  stated 
that  the  disclosure  of  composition  "  has 
done  little  to  effect  either  the  claims  made 
by  advertisers  or  the  demand  of  the  public." 
Why  should  it  if  the  composition  of  the  pro- 
prietary is  satisfactory? 

The  Accompanying  Letter 

The  scheme  outlined  for  the  control  of 
sales  and  advertising  of  proprietary  medi- 
cines and  the  proposals  made  for  its 
operation  leave  no  room  for  doubt  that  the 
Council  of  the  Society  claims  to  speak  with 
full  authority  on  the  subject,  and  has 
decided  that  the  Society  is  the  proper  body 
to  be  given  Statutory  authority  to  operate 
the  proposed  control  of  the  trade  in  pro- 
prietary medicines.  Such  claims  may  well 
be  disputed  in  other  quarters.  To  us  it  seems 
rather  like  an  attempt  to  establish  a  new 
vested  interest  for  the  Society  and  its 
inspectors  and  officials. 

There  are  on  the  fringe  of  the  pro- 
prietary medicine  trade  instances  of  market- 
ing and  publicity  that  discredit  an  other- 
wise well  conducted  and  useful  trade.  These 
black  sheep,  a  small  minority,  are  in 
no  way  representative  of  the  trade.  Legiti- 
mate manufacturers  will  welcome  and  sup- 
port appropriate  action  to  control  any 
mischievous  activities.  In  fact,  through  the 
medium  of  the  Chemists'  Federation,  the 
trade  has  its  own  standards  of  control  re- 
lating to  quality,  methods  of  advertising 
and  selling,  and  claims  made  for  proprietary 
preparations.  The  primary  object  of  C.F. 
"  Standards  "  is  the  protection  of  the  public 
interest.  Before  the  Government  decides 
to  promote  legislation  to  control  the  sale 
and  advertising  of  proprietary  medicines  it 
may  profitably  study  not  only  the  Society's 
report  but  the  methods  of  the  Chemists 
Federation,  a  body  which  is  not  mentioned 
in  either  the  "  conclusions  "  or  the  letter  to 
the  Minister.    We  wonder  why. 

Not  "  Reasonably  Calculated  " 

An  outsize  in  bulldozers  rather  than  the 
proverbial  coach-and-four  seems  at  a  first 
glance  to  have  been  driven  through  a  sec- 
tion of  the  Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Act,  1933, 
by  the  Lord  Chief  Justice  (Lord  Goddard) 
in  a  recent  pronouncement.    He  was  dis- 


missing an  appeal  brought  by  the  Pharma 
C€utical  Society  (see  C.  &  D.,  May  3 
485)  against  a  finding  of  the  Pocklington 
Yorks,  magistrates,  in  October  1946^  tha  kf 
the  title  "  chemist  "  was  not  being  unlaw  iscist 
fully  used  on  certain  premises  by  a  membe 
of  the  Society  in  the  circumstances  of  thi  [attii 
case  as  given  in  court. 

It  is  generally  accepted  in  pharmaceuti 
cal  circles  that  one  intention  of  the  Hous 
of  Commons  in  passing  the  1933  Act  was  t< 
prevent  a  pharmacist  engaged  in  busines 
as  an  authorised  seller  of  poisons  fron 
simultaneously  conducting  another  busines 
elsewhere  in  such  a  way  that  it  is  capablt  sibilit 
of  being  regarded  by  the  public  as  a  phar 
macy.  In  the  Pocklington  prosecution  thi 
pharmacist  was  the  proprietor  of  a  chain  o 
pharmacies  and  also  of  a  shop  which,  fo: 
want  of  a  qualified  assistant,  was  being  con 
ducted  temporarily  as  a  drug  store.  Th( 
title  "  Spinks  the  Chemists  "  remained  ovei 
the  facia,  but  a  card  placed  in  the  windov 
stated  that,  owing  to  war  circumstances 
there  was  no  qualified  assistant  in  charge 
of  the  shop,  and  that  no  medicines  coulc 
be  dispensed.  Two  facts,  therefore,  were 
not  in  doubt : —  (i)  That  the  business  at  the 
Pocklington  premises  was  being  conducted 
as  a  drug  store ;  (ii)  that  the  word 
"  chemist  "  was  being  used  in  connection 
with  it. 

Action  was  brought  by  the  Pharmaceu 
tical  Society  against  the  proprietor  under 
Section  3  (2)  of  the  Pharmacy  and  Poisons 
Act,  1933.  The  section  is  in  the  following 
terms :  — 

"  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  a  person  to 
use  in  connection  with  any  business  any 
title  emblem  or  description  reasonably 
calculated  to  suggest  that  he  or  anyone 
employed  in  the  business  possesses  any 
qualification  with  respect  to  the  selling 
dispensing  or  compounding  of  drugs  or 
poisons    other    than    the  qualification 
which  he  in  fact  possesses." 
The  magistrates  found  that  the  use  of  the 
word  "  chemist,"  was  not,  in  the  circum- 
stances described,  "  reasonably  calculated 
to  suggest  "  that  a  pharmacy  was  being  con- 
ducted at  the  premises,  and  in  the  King's 
Bench  Division  recently,  the  Lord  Chief 
Justice,  with  the  full  concurrence  of  two 
supporting  judges,  confirmed  their  finding, 
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lOugh  for  somewhat  different  reasons, 
hus  it  is  legally  possible,  under  the 
ection  of  the  1933  Act  under  which  the 
arge  was  brought,  for  a  registered  phar- 
lacist  to  conduct  a  series  of  businesses, 
)me  as  pharmacies,  others  as  drug  stores. 
F,  at  the  latter,  he  indicates  that  he  is  a 
harmacist  he  is  not,  by  that  means,  sug- 
esting  that  he  possesses  any  qualification 
ther  than  that  which  he  in  fact  possesses. 

It  is  difficult  to  see  how  any  other 
ecision  could  have  been  arrived  at  on  the 
wording  of  the  clause.  Let  no  pharmacist, 
owever,  imagine  that  the  ruling  opens  up 
ossibilities  of  running  drug-stores  ostens- 
jly  as  pharmacies  with  unqualified 
:affs.  It  does  not.  If  it  does  anything,  it 
OSes  the  conundrum  why  the  Society, 
'hen  it  felt  compelled  to  take  action, 
lould  proceed  under  a  clause  of  the  Phar- 
lacy  and  Poisons  Act,  1933,  when  the 
oint  is  specifically  dealt  with  under  a  later 
LCt,  the  Pharmacy  and  Medicines  Act, 
941,  which  states  (Clause  i  (i)  (e)) :  — 
"  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  section, 
none  of  the  following  titles,  descriptions 
or  emblems  must  be  used  in  connection 
with  the  business  carried  on  at  the 
premises  [i.e.  premises  at  which  no 
poisons  included  in  Part  i  of  the  Poisons 
List  are  sold],  namely — (i)  the  title  of 
"  member  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society,"  "  pharmaceutical  chemist," 
"  pharmaceutist,"  "  pharmacist,"  "  che- 
mist "  or  "  druggist." 

Nothing,  surely,  could  be  more  specific, 
he  speculation  is  bound  to  arise  in  the 
ninds  of  other  pharmacists  why  the  case 
kras  not  brought  under  that  clause,  but  we 
o  not  pretend  to  know  the  answer.  Had 
he  case  been  so  brought,  it  is  hard  to 
uppose  that  it  could  have  been  success- 
ully  defended,  and  the  Society,  by  basing 
ts  prosecution  elsewhere,  seems  to  have  in- 
ited  the  reverse  which  it  has  suffered  in 
osing  both  case  and  appeal. 

It  may  be  that  there  was  some  reluctance 
o  risk  raising  questions  (under  clause  (a) 
f  the  Section)  of  the  legality  of  a  practice 
anctioned  by  common  sense  but  never  re- 
:ularised  by  legislation — namely  the  con- 
ersion  to  a  drug  store,  as  an  emergency 
neasure,  of  a  pharmacy  for  which  no 
lualified  manager  can  be  found.     To  be 


strictly  legal,  such  conversions  would  in- 
volve, where  they  remained  under  the  same 
proprietorship  as  registered  premises,  intro- 
duction and  sale  of  non-pharmaceutical 
merchandise  in  quantities  that  would  reduce 
sales  of  drugs,  medical  and  surgical  appli- 
ances below  "  a  substantial  part  of  the  busi- 
ness " — an  obviously  impracticable  trans- 
formation. Whether  or  not  this  was  in  the 
minds  of  the  prosecution,  the  proceedings  as 
taken  have  served,  in  our  view,  no  useful 
purpose,  for,  as  we  have  endeavoured  to 
show,  the  finding  of  the  King's  Bench  judges 
establishes  little  and  clarifies  nothing  that 
was  not  already  clear.  No  public  interest 
has  been  served  by  bringing  the  action,  and 
problems  of  legal  niceties  arising  from  con- 
version of  pharmacies  into  drug  stores  could 
very  well  be  left  to  solve  themselves  as  con- 
ditions make  possible  and/or  necessary  their 
reconversion  into  pharmacies.  This  is  not 
the  first  occasion  on  which  the  Society  has 
tended  to  topple  over  backwards  in  demon- 
strating that,  as  a  prosecuting  body,  its 
regard  for  the  letter  of  the  law  was  greater 
than  its  interest,  as  a  professional  body,  in 
the  welfare  of  its  members.  The  chemist 
against  whom  proceedings  were  taken  has 
rightly  been  held  by  the  courts  to  have 
acted  reasonably  in  acquainting  his 
customers  that  he  could  not  dispense  medi- 
cines at  the  Pocklington  premises.  The 
Society  alone  seems  to  have  allowed  legali- 
ties to  have  triumphed  over  common  sense, 
and  we  hope  the  failure  of  its  appeal  on  this 
occasion  will  have  the  salutary  effect  of 
preventing  similar  proceedings  in  future. 
Are  there  not  enough  law-breakers  to 
pursue  without  harassing  members  whose 
only  fault  is  that  they  are  victims  of  a 
current  shortage  of  pharmacists  ?

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FAIR  VISIT 

&  D.  Editorial  StaflF  at  British 

The  time-honoured  custom  of  calling-in  all 
epresentatives  to  man  the  stand  during  a 
rade  exhibition  works  well  for  the  larger 
;hemical  manufacturers  at  the  British  In- 
dustries Fair.  So  far  as  The  Chemist  and 
Druggist  is  concerned,  the  stratagem  pro- 
vides too  few  personnel,  and  members  of  the 
ditorial  staff  are  Press-ganged  into  service 
md  given  a  rare  opportunity  to  rub  up 
their  rusty  powers  of  salesmanship.  During 
their  duty  periods,  sub-editors  are  liable  to 
lave  their  shortcomings  brought  to  their 
lotice  by  other  trade  exhibitors,  irate 
cause  their  products  have  not  been  given 
sufficient  editorial  mention.  As  a  rule  it  is 
ossible  to  convince  such  critics  that  they 
lave  been  given  as  much  space  as  the  paper 
lituation  permits.  Occasionally  (possibly 
Decause  space  was  booked  after  the 
atalogue  went  to  press)  an  exhibitor  is 
genuinely  overlooked.  The  only  known 
instance — so  far — has  been  Thornton  & 
Ross,  Ltd.,  Huddersfield,  who  had  a  display 
of  pharmaceutical  and  toilet  specialities  on 
the  stand  of  their  export  agents,  G.  Havin- 
den,  Ltd.  (A  13 lo).  To  them,  and  to  any 
others  who  may  even  now  appear,  apologies 
are  sincerely  offered. 

[Glassblower  at  Work 

A  white-coated  technician  who  took  his 
[place  at  a  bench  on  a  stand  in  the  scientific 
[instruments  section  soon  had  a  crowd 
around  him.  With  two  gas  jets  and  a  glass- 
jfile  as  his  only  apparatus  he  demonstrated 
the  processes  involved  in  making  by  hand  a 
clinical  thermometer.  Two  taps  of  the  file, 
and  the  demonstrator  had  ready  an  accu- 
rate length  of  stout  glass  tubing.  In  a 
colourless  gas  flame,  he  joined  the  length 
to  a  glowing  bead  of  glass,  which,  after 
being  blown  into  through  a  capillary  tube 
(and  what  breath-control !),  swelled  to  form 
the  embryo  mercury-bulb.  With  a  speed 
that  almost  deceived  the  eye,  the  bulb  was 
pulled  out  and  sealed  off,  and  the  mercury 
drawn  in.  The  next  process  required,  he 
declared,  much  patience  and  practice  to 
"  perfect."  It  was  an  understatement.  Dex- 
terously he  inserted  the  constriction  into  the 
capillary  tube,  to  act  as  a  non-return  valve 
for  the  mercury  column.  Apart  from  cali- 
bration, the  thermometer  was  complete. 
Industrially  the  "  clinicals  "  are,  of  course, 
mass-produced  by  machinery.

Meetings  of  the .  Council  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  of  Great  Britain  were  held 
in  London  on  May  6  and  7,  Mr.  G.  R. 
Knox  Mawer  (president)  in  the  chair.  The 
Council  elected  Dr.  E.  Host  Madsen  (presi- 
dent. International  Pharmaceutical  Federa- 
tion) and  Dr.  T.  Potjewijd  (secretary)  to  be 
honorary  members  of  the  Society. 

Grants  to  Members  and  Widows 

Adoption  of  the  report  of  the  Benevolent 
Fund  and  War  Aid  Committee  was  moved 
by  Mr.  J.  F.  McNeal.  He  gave  the  total 
received  for  the  War  Aid  Fund  to  April  30 
as  £40,506,  expenditure  being  £14,116. 
A  £20  grant  was  made  to  one  member 
from  the  Benevolent  Fund  ;  to  three  widows 
of  members  grants  were  made  of  £10  plus 
£52  for  twelve  months,  £15,  and  £52,  and 
two  further  grants  of  £20  plus  £104  for 
twelve  months  and  of  £104  for  twelve 
months  were  recommended  by  the  Com- 
mittee and  approved  by  the  Council.  From 
the  War  Aid  Fund,  one  grant  of  £25  plus 
£52  for  twelve  months  and  another  of 
£208  for  twelve  months,  recommended  by 
the  Committee,  were  approved.  The  re- 
port was  adopted. 

Mr.  C.  W.  Maplethorpe,  in  moving 
adoption  of  the  report  of  the  Education 
Committee,  said  that  the  Charter  Travel- 
ling Scholarship,  which  the  Committee 
recommended  should  be  offered  for 
award  in  1948,  had  been  introduced 
during  the  war,  when  there  had  been  no 
opportunity  for  travel.  The  recommenda- 
tion was  approved  and  the  report  was 
adopted. 

Examination  Regulations 

Mr.  T.  ReiDj  in  a  question  of  which  he 
had  given  notice,  asked  whether  the  exami- 
nation regulations  could  be  amended  before 
1952  should  experience  show  that  post- 
ponement of  dates  or  other  change  was 
necessary  before  that  year.  He  asked  the 
question,  he  said,  because  the  published 
report  of  the  previous  Council  meeting  had 
not  made  the  position  clear.  The  Presi- 
dent replied  :  "  The  examination  regula- 
tions may  be  amended  at  any  time  by  the 
Council  with  the  approval  of  the  Privy 
Council.  I  understand  that  it  is  the  inten- 
tion of  the  Education  Committee  to  keep 
the  situation  under  close  review  in  order 
that  the  Council  may  have  full  information 
about  the  effect  of  the  changes  in  1950. 
This  is  well  before  the  date  of  the  intro- 
duction of  the  three-year  course,  and  will 


enable  the  examination  regulations  to  be 
amended  in  1950  if  the  Council  desire  to 
do  so." 

Tribute  to  Employee 

Moving  adoption  of  the  report  of  the 
Establishment  Committee,  Mr.  W.  S. 
Howells  referred  to  the  resignation  of 
Miss  Carver.  "  She  has  been  with  us,"  he 
said,  "  for  about  fourteen  years,  and  I  am 
sure  the  Council  would  like  to  express  their 
sincere  thanks  to  Miss  Carver  for  her  very 
loyal  and  valuable  service  during  that 
period."  The  report  of  the  Committee  was 
adopted. 

Finances  of  the  Society 

The  Treasurer  (Mr.  H.  C,  Shaw)  pre- 
sented the  Society's  Financial  Statement 
for  1946.  During  the  previous  five  years, 
the  net  cost  of  the  college,  now 
£13,000,  had  risen  by  nearly  £5,000, 
and  the  College  salaries  and  wages 
from  £9,000  to  £19,700,  The  exami- 
nation surplus  had  slowly  dwindled  from 
£5,900  to  £4,200,  and  the  cost  of  the  Law 
Department  had  risen  from  £9,000  to 
£13,000.  Income  for  benevolence  had 
risen  from  £7,500  to  £10,500,  but  this 
year  there  was  for  the  first  time  a  deficit 
of  about  £  1 ,000.  Many  members  who  were 
now  contributing  to  local  hospitals  might 
be  wondering  what  they  should  do  when  the 
Government  took  over  the  hospitals  next 
April,  and  he  threw  that  out  as  a  sugges- 
tion to  the  Benevolent  Fund  Committee. 
Organisation,  at  £2,800,  was  roughly  back 
to  normal,  but,  in  view  of  generally  in- 
creased costs,  if  the  Organisation  Commit- 
tee made  out  a  good  case  for  an  increase 
the  Finance  Committee  would  not  be  un- 
willing to  listen.  The  cost  of  the  "  Phar- 
maceutical Journal  "  was  down  from 
£6,824  to  £2,363,  which  was  a  consider- 
able and  gratifying  achievement.  Other 
publications  averaged  a  surplus  of  approxi- 
mately £5,000  a  year  during  the  period 
under  review.  The  North  British  Office,  at 
roughly  £5,000,  was  costing  £i,roo  more. 
The  cost  of  superannuation  had  risen  from 
£3,000  to  £5,000,  while  the  cost  of  salaries 
and  wages  had  risen  from  £30,000  to 
£50,000.  Students'  registration  fees  had 
increased  fairly  evenly  from  £1,900  to 
£2,400,  and  it  was  to  be  anticipated  that 
that  would  shortly  be  reflected  in  the  in- 
creased examination  fees.  Pensions  had 
risen  by  £350  a  year,  in  spite  of  superan- 
nuation.   The  report  was  approved. 
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The  monthly  report  of  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee, presented  by  the  Treasurer,  was 
also  adopted. 

Law  Committee 

The  Law  Committee's  report,  presented 
by  Mr.  F.  G.  Wells  on  behalf  of  the  chair- 
man, showed  that  in  March  the  Society's 
inspectors  and  agents  had  visited  2,202 
authorised  sellers,  148  listed  sellers,  and  621 
drug-store  proprietors  and  similar  traders. 


The  Council  received  reports  from  the 
Committee  on  the  dismissal  by  the 
Divisional  Court  of  the  Society's  appeal  in 
the  case  Denerley  v,  Spink  (use  of  re- 
stricted titles)  and  on  the  judgment  of  the 
Court  of  Appeal  in  the  "  test "  action 
(substance  recommended  as  a  medicine).  It 
was  considered  that  the  first  case  called  for 
an  amendment  of  the  Pharmacy  and 
Poisons  Act,  1933.  The  implications  of  the 
second  case  were  receiving  attention. 


COUNCIL'S  POLICY  ON  PROPRIETARY  MEDICINES 


The  "  conclusions  "  of  a  report  and  the  text 
of  a  letter  sent  to  the  Ministry  of  Health  on 
behalf  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  in 
February  have  just  been  circulated  to  the 
pharmaceutical  Press.  It  may  be  recalled 
that  in  the  report  of  the  February  meeting 
of  the  Council  of  the  Society  the  following 
sentence  appeared  :  "The  Council  approved 
the  terms  of  a  communication  to  be  sent  to 
the  Ministry  of  Health,  setting  forth  the 
Society's  policy  with  regard  to  proprietary 
medicines."  The  report  itself  is  regarded 
as  confidential  and  has  not  been  circulated. 

"  Conclusions  "  from  the  Report 

Sufficient  advertisements  have  been 
quoted  and  advertising  methods  referred  to 
to  give  a  general  picture  of  proprietary 
medicine  advertising  as  it  is  at  the  present 
time.  Throughout  the  pages  of  most  news- 
papers and  periodicals  in  general  circula- 
tion, sufferers  from  all  manner  of  diseases 
and  ailments  are  offered  beans,  tablets, 
wines,  powders,  salts,  pills,  ointments,  tonics, 
hormones,  glands  and  vaccines  that  will 
bring  them  youth,  health,  charm,  slimness, 
strong  nerves,  inner  cleanliness,  lively  livers, 
freedom  from  pain,  increased  (or  decreased) 
weight,  iron  for  the  blood,  purer  blood, 
vitamins,  contentment,  resolution,  immuni- 
sation, vitality,  and  so  on.  The  advertisers' 
claims  are  frequently  so  fantastic  that  one 
would  not  be  surprised  to  find  them  offering 
secure  jobs  and  large  salaries  into  the  bar- 
gain. 

Misrepresentations:  Extravagant  Claims 

This  review  of  proprietary  medicine  ad- 
vertising, it  is  suggested,  shows  that  the  posi- 
tion is  little  less  objectionable  than  it  was 
at  the  time  of  the  Select  Committee  Report 
in  1 9 14.  Since  then  legislative  reforms  and 
trade  action  have  struck  at  the  major  evils 
then  revealed,  but  legislation  has  still  a  long 
way  to  go  to  overtake  informed  public 
opinion.  There  remains  the  gross  misrepre- 
sentation, the  extravagant  claims,  the  appeal 


to  fear,  to  which  have  been  added  in  more 
recent  times  the  exploitation  of  glandular 
and  hormone  preparations  on  a  "  cure-all  " 
basis,  the  pretence  to  technical  advance  as 
evidenced  in  the  "  biochemical  "  and  "  oral- 
vaccine  "  preparations,  along  with  a  variety 
of  objectionable  new  "  selling  angles  "  for 
simple  medicaments.    Outside  the  pale  of 
the  reforms  introduced  since  19 14  these  evils 
continue  unchecked,  subject  only  to  the 
legal  requirement  for  disclosures  of  composi- 
tion which,  while  it  has  illuminated  the  mal- 
practices, has  done  little  to  affect  either  the 
claims  made  by  advertisers  or  the  demand  of 
the  public.    A  factor  which  aggravates  the 
mischief,  and  which  arises  from  the  repeal 
of  the  Medicine  Stamp  Acts,  is  the  increased 
number  of  distribution  points  for  proprie- 
tary medicine.    It  only  needs  an  examina- 
tion of  the  medicine  counter  at  one  of  the 
popular  "  walk-round  "  stores  to  see  how 
easily  these  preparations  can  be  purchased 
and  how  "  sales  resistance  "  has  been  mini- 
mised by  having  the  preparations,  made  so 
familiar  by  advertisement,  ready  at  hand  for 
the  handing  over  of  a  coin.    Nor  is  it  to  be 
expected  that  the  introduction  of  a  compre- 
hensive Health  Service  will  in  itself  mini- 
mise demand  in  any  way.    In   1914  the 
Select  Committee  ventured  to  prophesy:  — 
"  24.    We  would  draw  attention,  however, 
to  the  probability  that  the  sales  of  secret 
remedies  will  tend  to  decrease  from  the 
operation  of  the  National  Insurance  Act. 
Now  that  millions  of  insured  persons  can 
obtain  medical  advice,  prescriptions  and 
drugs  free  of  cost  they  will  naturally  be 
less  likely  to  attempt  self-medication  in 
order  to  save  doctors'  fees." 

Why  ProprietaTies  are  Popular 

In  actual  fact  the  volume  of  proprietary 
medicine  sales  doubled  during  the  next  ten 
years,  as  shown  by  the  tax  yield,  and  it  can- 
not be  expected  that  the  Dublic  will  react 
any  differently  to  the  new  Service  than  they 
did  to  the  initial  National  Health  scheme. 
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The  attitude  of  the  public  is  not  difficult  to 
understand.  It  is  tedious  and  depressing  to 
await  one's  turn  in  a  surgery  or  out-patients' 
department,  but  it  is  interesting  and  ven- 
turesome to  try  an  attractively  advertised 
remedy  which  seems  to  offer  a  reasonable 
hope  of  efTectiveness.  The  public  cannot 
be  denied  this  right  of  self-medication  but 
this  review  of  current  advertising  shows,  it 
is  submitted,,  that  protection  is  needed  in 
the  exercise  of  that  right.  Unless,  there- 
fore, appropriate  steps  are  taken  to  provide 
this  protection,  the  era  of  a  comprehensive 
health  service  may  bring  with  it  the  golden 
age  of  commercialised  charlatanism,  which 
makes  a  butt  of  the  orthodox  practitioners 
on  whom  the  service  depends  and  a  victim 
of  the  public  to  the  prejudice  of  the  service. 
It  is  therefore  desirable,  before  the  compel- 
ling pressure  of  these  selling  methods  can 
be  exerted  still  further,  to  direct  attention 
to  the  following  conclusions  which,  it  is  sug- 
gested, are  to  be  drawn  from  the  facts  set 
out  in  this  report :- — 

1 .  Proprietary  medicines  are  advertised  in 
terms  of  the  grossest  exaggeration  ad- 
vancing claims  which  are  frequently 
fraudulent. 

2.  The  persistent  and  ubiquitous  advertis- 
ing of  proprietary  medicines  makes  the 
public  conscious  of  disease,  teaches  that 
ill  health  is  the  normal  condition  of 
human  beings  and  encourages  self- 
medication  as  a  habit. 

3.  The  claims  made  for  some  medicines 
lead  to  the  public  postponing  seeking 
skilled  advice  and  encourage  sympto- 
matic treatment,  thereby  prejudicing  the 
success  of  treatment  directed  to  the 
cause  of  the  symptoms. 

4.  Many  advertisements  for  proprietary 
medicines  are  based  upon  creating  an 
atmosphere  of  fear — fear  of  ill  health 
or  of  an  operation  ;  of  premature  old 
age,  of  an  incurable  disease. 

5.  Reliance  is  placed  upon  uncritical  testi- 
monials as  evidence  of  the  value  of  pro- 
prietary medicines. 

6.  •  Exaggerated  claims  are  made  for  medi- 

cines for  the  relief  of  chronic  conditions 
such  as  asthma  and  rheumatism,  and 
hopes  are  held  out  which  cannot  be 
realised. 

7.  By  implication  or  indirectly  the  adver- 
tising of  proprietary  medicines  under- 
mines public  confidence  in  a  state 
medical  service  and  in  the  registered 
medical  practitioners  at  whose  hands 
such  a  service  must  be  provided. 

8.  Questionnaires  are  sent  to  patients  with 
the  suggestion  that  the  manufacturer  of 


the  medicines  will  diagnose  from  the 
patient's  answers  what  his  complaint  is 
and  what  medicine  should  be  given  him. 
There  is  evidence  that  the  same  medi- 
cine is  supplied  without  regard  to  the 
information  which  the  patient  gives. 

9.  Pamphlets  and  advertisements  are  pub- 
lished which  advertise  articles  as  sexual 
tonics. 

10.  Excessive  prices  and  fees  are  charged 
for  some  medicines  and  for  some  treat- 
ments and  money  that  can  ill  be  spared 
is  extracted  from  the  sick. 

1 1 .  Many  advertisements  are  couched  in 
scientific  or  semi-scientific  terms,  often 
meaningless  or  having  a  pretence  to 
scientific  advance,  designed  to  impress  or 
deceive  uneducated  and  credulous 
people. 

12.  Endeavours  are  made  to  circumvent 
legal  requirements  relating  to  disclosure 
of  composition. 

13.  Certificates  of  analytical  bodies  referring 
to  qualitative  and  quantitative  particu- 
lars are  issued  to  proprietary  medicine 
manufacturers  on  a  commercial  basis 
and  are  used  by  them  in  advertisement 
in  implied  support  of  claims  concerning 
which  the  certificates  have  no  relevance. 

14.  Preparations  are  compounded  in  a 
manner  and  of  such  substances  as  to  defy 
analysis  and  preclude  the  production  of 
evidence  at  law  as  to  composition. 

15.  The  advertising  of  proprietary  medicines 
is  so  extensive  that  the  influence  of  ad- 
vertisers prevents  the  ventilation  of  re- 
forms in  the  public  Press  and  so  dero- 
gates from  the  principle  of  the  freedom 
of  the  Press. 

16.  The  volume  of  advertising  of  proprietary 
medicines  gives  these  articles  a  signifi- 
cance which  is  out  of  all  proportion  to 
their  true  value  to  the  community. 

Letter  Sent  With  Report 

Sm, — I  am  directed  by  the  Council  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  to  send  for  the 
information  of  the  Minister  the  accompany- 
ing copy  of  a  report  adopted  by  the  Council 
concerning  the  advertising  and  sale  of  pro- 
prietary medicines.  As  the  Minister  will 
be  aware,  the  Society  has  the  duty  of  enforc- 
ing Sections  8,  9  and  1 1  of  the  Pharmacy 
and  Medicines  Act,  1941,  among  other 
statutory  provisions,  and  during  the  last 
five  years  it  has  accumulated  much  infor- 
mation upon  the  present  methods  of 
advertising  proprietary  medicines.  This  in- 
formation is  the  basis  upon  which  the  report 
has  been  prepared,  supplemented  by  infor- 
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ation  collected  by  the  Society's  inspectors 
nder  the  Pharmacy  Acts. 

In  the  light  of  the  facts  disclosed  by  the 
eport,  the  Council  consider  that  action 

ould  now  be  taken  to  bring  under  statu- 

ry  control  the  sale  and  advertising  of  pro- 
rietary  medicines.    The  essential  elements 

such  control  should  be  :  — 

(a)  the  duty  of  securing  the  maintenance 
of  proper  standards  for  proprietary 
medicines  and  their  advertisements 
should  be  placed  by  statute  upon  the 
Minister  of  Health  in  England  and 
the  Secretary  of  State  in  Scotland. ; 

(b)  in  carrying  out  these  duties,  they 
should  be  assisted  by  an  advisory  com- 
mittee including  pharmacists,  medical 
practitioners  and  representatives  of 
the  appropriate  Government  depart- 
ments and  persons  with  a  specialised 
knowledge  of  the  subject ; 

(c)  a  registrar  having  pharmaceutical 
qualifications  will  be  needed,  together 
with 

(d)  a  register  of  medicines  and  of  manu- 
facturers ; 

(e)  the  sale  of  unregistered  medicines 
should  be  prohibited  ; 

(f)  standards  for  medicines  and  for  ad- 
vertisements should  be  prescribed  by 
regulations  made  on  the  advice  of  the 
Committee ;  these  standards  should 
include  :  — 

(i)  a  requirement  that  the  disclosure 
of  composition  must  be  in  ap- 
proved words  and  quantities ; 

(ii)  the  prohibition  of  false,  mis- 
leading or  exaggerated  claims ; 

(iii)  the  prohibition  of  offers  of  diag- 
nosis through  the  post  ; 

(g)  similar  provisions  should  be  applied 
to  surgical  appliances  and  to  "  treat- 
ments "  ; 

(h)  complaints  of  non-compliance  with 
the  regulations  would  be  heard  by  the 
Committee,  who  would  advise  the 
Minister  whether  or  not  the  medicine 
or  the  manufacturer  should  remain 
on  the  register ;  any  action  by  the 
Minister  would  be  subject  to  appeal 
to  the  High  Court ; 

(i)  the  services  of  the  inspectors  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  would  be 
available  for  the  necessary  duties  of 
enforcement. 

The  Society  recognises  what  has  been 
accomplished  in  the  way  of  reform,  but  it  is 
satisfied  that  the  limits  of  what  can  be 
achieved  through  voluntary  effort  are  in 
sight  and  that  legislation  is  necessary  for 
the  work  to  be  completed.  The  Council 
desire  to  emphasise  one  point  to  which  they 


attach  importance.  The  number  of  pro- 
prietary medicines  having  a  limited  local 
distribution,  prepared  by  pharmacists  in 
their  own  pharmacies  and  distributed  from 
them,  is  large.  If  their  number  is  considered 
likely  to  make  administrative  difficulty,  the 
possibility  of  utilising  the  statutory  powers 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  to  control 
them  should  be  examined.  If  there  is 
further  information  which  the  Society  can 
sjupply  or  any  amplification  of  the  contents 
of  the  report  or  this  letter,  the  Council  will 
be  glad  to  arrange  for  their  representatives 
to  meet  representatives  of  the  Ministry. 

WOMEN  PHARMACISTS 

At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  National 
Association  of  Women  Pharmacists  held 
recently  in  London,  Miss  C.  Mozley- 
Stark  (president)  welcomed  members  from 
the  Association's  branches  and  announced 
the  recent  formation  of  a  branch  in  Shef- 
field. A  paper  sent  by  Miss  N.  G.  Randles, 
Manchester,  on  "  The  Small-Scale  Manu- 
facture of  Galenicals,"  described  how  she 
had  prepared,  in  her  own  pharmacy, 
batches  of  raspberry  vinegar,  syrup  of 
marshmallow,  and  syrup  of  elder,  when  they 
were  unobtainable  from  the  wholesaler. 
Miss  F.  B.  Prince,  Nottingham,  thought 
that  apprenticeship  before  qualification 
produced  a  more  contented,  and  therefore 
a  better,  pharmacist  than  one  who  qualified 
before  a  period  of  practical  training. 
Students  who  went  straight  from  school  to 
college  saw  only  the  academic  side  of  the 
profession  and  later  did  not  appreciate  the 
importance  of  the  essential  routine  jobs. 
Miss  M.  H.  Perkins,  Leicester,  speaking 
on  "  Unusual  Dispensing,"  said  that  almost 
any  dispensing  performed  in  a  chemist's 
shop  might  become  "  unusual."  A  recent 
survey  of  drug  stores  in  America  had  shown 
that  as  many  as  78  per  cent,  of  their  pre- 
scriptions did  not  require  compounding. 
There  was  a  similar  tendency  in  Great 
Britain,  which  would  have  a  deleterious 
effect  on  the  pharmacist  who  was  highly 
trained  in  the  art  of  dispensing.  Miss  Per- 
kins then  gave  examples  of  some  unusual 
prescriptions  which  had  been  dispensed  in 
her  pharmacy.  Mrs.  Townley  (secretary, 
Merseyside  Branch)  gave  a  survey  of  the 
activities  of  the  first  year  of  her  Branch  and 
showed  how,  in  spite  of  adverse  circum- 
stances, the  venture  had  proved  well  worth 
while.  Miss  E,  Borley  (secretary,  Edin- 
burgh Branch)  sent  a  description  of  the 
inauguration  of  the  Branch  and  of  the  first 
meeting  of  its  session. 
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THAMES  VALLEY  BRAINS  TRUST 


At  a  meeting  of  the  Thames  Valley  Pharm- 
acists' Association  on  April  24,  members' 
questions  were  answered  by  a  "  brains 
trust  "  consisting  of  Miss  I.  P.  Brown,  Ph.C. 
(chief  pharmacist,  Kingston  County  Hos- 
pital), Mr.  A.  Mortimer,  M.P.S.  (manag- 
ing director,  J.  C.  Eno,  Ltd.,  Watford),  Mr. 
W.  S.  Howells,  M.P.S.  (a  member  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society's  Council),  Mr. 
F.  C.  Wilson,  M.P.S.  (secretary,  Surrey 
Pharmaceutical  Committee),  and  Mr.  N. 
Dewey,  M.P.S.  (Allen  &  Hanburys,  Ltd.), 
with  Mr.  R.  Brill  (principal,  Kingston 
School  of  Art)  as  question-master.  Points 
from  some  of  the  replies  are  summarised 
below : 

For  what  reasons  would  you  advise  a 
friend  to  take  up  pharmacy  as  a  career? 

Mortimer  :  I  wouldn't.  Brown  :  Phar- 
m.acy  offers  opportunity  for  contact  with 
members  of  allied  professions.  Dewey  : 
There  are  several  interesting  branches  of 
pharmacy  for  a  newcomer  to  choose. 

Will  the  Pharmaceutical  Society's  educa- 
tion policy  split  pharmacy  into  the  profes- 
sional side  and  the  dru^^  store  side? 

Howells  :  Such  a  split  may  come  after 
many  years  but  not  as  a  result  of  the 
Society's  education  policy.  Brown  :  It 
would  be  better  for  those  who  are  not  pre- 
pared to  attain  high  standards  of  pharma- 
ceutical education  not  to  enter  the  pro- 
fession. 

Would  the  adoption  of  the  Metric  system 
for  weights  and  measures  be  an  advantage? 

Brown  :  Yes.  Much  confusion  was 
caused  by  the  Apothecaries'  system  when 
working  with  American  pharmacists  during 
the  war.  Dewey  :  Yes,  but  the  unreadable 
Apothecaries'  symbols  on  a  prescription 
have  a  psychological  value  for  the  patient. 
Howells  :  Pharmacists  are  trained  in  the 
use  of  the  Metric  system.  It  would  be  gen- 
erally advantageous  in  pharmaceutical  oper- 
ations but  not  for  selling  purposes.  Morti- 
mer :  The  B.P.  gives  both  Apothecaries' 
and  Metric  weights  for  those  who  wish  to 
use  them,  but  doctors  seldom  use  the  Metric 
system  for  prescriptions.  Brown  :  The 
Metric  system  is  already  widely  used  in 
hospital  practice,  especially  for  ampoules, 
penicillin  preparations,  etc. 

Should  a  paid  official  of  the  Pharmaceu- 
tical Society  be  allowed  to  publish  his 
personal  views  on  pharmaceutical  affairs 
without  the  previous  sanction  of  the  Coun- 
cil? 

Howells  :  Such  officials  should  not  be 
denied  the  common  right  of  expressing  a 


personal  opinion.  Wilson  :  Officials  should 
have  such  rights,  but  should  make  it  clear 
when  they  are  giving  their  own  personal 
views  and  not  those  of  the  Society.  Morti- 
mer :  Paid  officials  are  members  of  the 
Society  and  should  be  fully  entitled  to  ex- 
press their  personal  opinions. 

Should  the  sale  of  a  proprietary  medicine, 
for  which  unjustifiable  claims  Are  made,  he 
regarded  as  an  offence  against  the  code  of 
ethics? 

Wilson  :  No  ;  the  seller  is  not  responsible 
for  claims  made  for  an  article  unless  it  is 
made  and  sold  by  the  same  person. 
Brown  :  Yes,  because  the  pharmacist  who 
sells  such  a  preparation  is,  in  fact,  giving  it 
his  blessing.  Mortimer  :  Reputable  manu- 
facturers have  their  advertising  claims 
checked  by  qualified  pharmacists ;  no  label 
or  advertising  matter  should  make  unjusti- 
fiable claims.  Howells  :  The  seller  does 
not  always  know  the  claims  which  may  have 
been  made  for  articles  he  sells. 

Has  the  status  of  pharmacy  improved  or 
declined  during  the  past  thirty  years,  and 
what  will  be  the  effect  of  the  new  National 
Health  Service  Act? 

Mortimer  :  The  status  has  improved ; 
much  dispensing  that  was  done  by  the  med- 
ical profession  is  now  done  by  pharmacists. 
Before  the  old  National  Health  Insurance 
Act  no  pharmacist  owned  a  car.  Now 
there  are  at  least  six  who  own  cars.  Wil- 
son :  The  new  service  depends  on  what 
pharmacists  are  prepared  to  put  into  it. 
Howells  :  Under  the  new  Act,  pharmacists 
will  have  more  pharmaceutical  work  and 
will  be  afforded  greater  scope  as  advisers  in 
pharmacological  matters  to  the  medical 
profession. 

How  can  greater  unanimity  of  action  in 
business  and  professional  matters  he 
achieved  among  pharmacists? 

Howells  :  By  more  frequent  meetings 
on  subjects  of  common  interest.  Mortimer  : 
Do  we  want  unanimity?  Unity  and  uni- 
formity are  not  the  same  ;  meetings  should 
be  well  attended  so  that  differing  views  can 
be  expressed  and  decisions  reached  in  the 
best  interests  of  pharmacy.  Wilson  :  By 
less  distrust  of  competitors  and  more  gen- 
eral confidence  in  the  profession. 

Should  the  issue  of  prescriptions  for 
Fourth  Schedule  poisons  marked  ambigu- 
ously "  to  be  repeated "  be  permitted? 

Mortimer  :  Legally  "  to  be  repeated  " 
means  "  ad  nauseam.'"'  Dewey  :  "  To  be 
repeated  "  should  mean  "  may  be  dispensed 
once  more."

CHEMISTS'  AND  DRUGGISTS'  SOCIETY 


At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Chemists'  and 
Druggists'  Society  of  Ireland  held  recently 
in  Belfast,  it  was  reported  that  no  candidate 
had  qualified  for  the  Haslett  Memorial 
medal.  In  presenting  his  annual  report, 
Mr.  H.  McQuitty  (secretary)  said  the 
membership  of  the  Society  had  been  well 
maintained.  He  referred  with  regret  to  the 
deaths  of  Mr.  John  F.  Grimes,  J. P., 
Pomeroy,  Mr.  R.  S.  Anderson,  Fivemile- 
town,  and  Dr.  S.  E.  A.  Acheson,  Mr.  Bryce 
McDowell  and  Mr.  Horner  Haslett,  Belfast. 
The  report  stated  that  during  the  past  year 
the  Ministry  of  Home  Affairs  had  reduced 
the  druggists'  representation  on  the  Coun- 
cil of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  North- 
ern Ireland,  and  they  were  now  represented 
by  Mr.  J.  F.  Irwin  and  Mr.  T.  Nelson.  The 
annual  excursion  having  been  successfully 
revived  in  1946,  it  was  intended  to  have  an 
outing  in  June. 

Mr.  W.  Gibson  (treasurer)  presented  a 
satisfactory  financial  statement.  Moving 
the  adoption  of  the  reports,  Mr.  Storey 
said  he  hoped  there  would  be  some  improve- 
ment in  conditions  during  the  coming  year, 
particularly  concerning  the  limitation  of 
supplies  and  the  increase  of  costs  Manu- 
facturers, he  said,  were  encouraged  to  ex- 


port but  the  Society  felt  that  more  con- 
sideration should  be  given  to  the  home 
market.  The  Society  was  following  with 
interest  the  efforts  being  made  in  Eire  to 
achieve  a  settlement  of  the  druggists'  posi- 
tion ;  he  hoped  that  in  the  new  legislation 
the  druggists  there  would  be  successful.  In 
Northern  Ireland  the  druggists  were  looking 
forward  to  the  new  Health  Services  Bill  and 
they  were  confident  that  their  management 
committee  would  look  after  their  interests. 
A  meeting  of  the  Benevolent  Fund  Commit- 
tee, he  added,  would  be  held  shortly.

Indian  Shellac  Shipments. — As  a  result 
of  a  prolonged  strike  of  Calcutta  dock- 
workers,  total  shellac  shipments  during 
April  to  all  destinations  totalled  only  30,289 
packages  compared  with  49,025  packages 
in  the  previous  month. 

Ethiopia  Controls  Medicinal  Products. 
— Imports  into  Ethiopia  of  pharmaceutical 
and  medical  stores  are  controlled  by  a  State 
concern,  the  General  Medical  Stores  Cor- 
poration, which  purchases  and  distributes 
these  products. 

U.S.  Streptomycin  Production. — Pro- 
duction of  streptomycin  in  the  United 
States  is  expected  to  reach  1,000,000  gm.  a 
month  by  January  1948,  which  is  almost 
double  the  current  output.  Manufacturers 
recommend  the  continuation  of  export  con- 
trols on  this  drug  beyond  June  30,  because 
of  the  high  level  of  foreign  demand. 

Kenya  Unsuitable  for  Groundnuts. — 
Kenya  is  not  likely  to  participate  in  the 
British  Government's  scheme  to  grow 
groundnuts  in  East  and  Central  Africa, 
mainly  because  the  climate  is  not  suitable. 
Organisers  of  the  scheme  are  now  discus- 
sing the  position  with  Kenya's  Member  of 
Agriculture. 

Less  Linseed  Oil  from  India. — India 
has  sharply  revised  her  ideas  as  to  the  quan- 
tity of  linseed  oil  she  will  be  able  to  export 
in  the  present  season.  Her  export  quota  for 
the  period  April  1947  to  March  1948  has 
now  been  fixed  at  20,000  metric  tons,  or 
7,000  tons  less  than  the  provisional  quota 
announced  by  the  Indian  Commerce  De- 
partment in  April. 

German  Chemicals  Agreement. — An 
agreement  has  been  concluded  for  the 
mutual  delivery  of  chemicals  between  the 
British,  American  and  French  zones  of 
Germany,  including  the  Saar  area.  De- 
liveries by  the  French  zone  during  the 
second  quarter  of  the  year  are  scheduled  to 
amount  to  a  value  of  25,000,000  Reichs- 
marks  and  those  from  the  British-American 
zones,  6,000,000  Reichsmarks. 

Berlin  Seeks  Perfume  Export  Permit. 
- — The  Berlin  cosmetics  industry  is  seeking 
permission  from  Allied  Military  Govern- 
ment for  the  exportation  of  perfumes. 
Supplies  of  raw  materials,  such  as  essences, 
are  said  to  be  fairly  adequate,  although 


allocations  of  alcohol  are  often  limited  and 
difficulties  are  experienced  in  securing  pack- 
ing materials.  Negotiations  for  the  supply 
of  perfumes  to  the  Russian  zone  on  a  con- 
siderable scale  are  already  in  progress. 

French  Entrepot  Trade. — Steps  are 
being  taken  in  France  to  encourage  the 
import  of  goods  for  re-export.  Goods 
bought  for  cash  must  be  re-exported  within 
six  months  of  delivery  to  qualify  for  the 
necessary  exchange  being  provided  by  the 
Office  des  Changes  at  the  time  the  import 
is  effected.  Where  goods  are  bought  on 
credit,  an  importer  must  give  an  under- 
taking to  re-export  within  the  time  limit  of 
the  credit,  and  may  not  remit  foreign 
exchange  to  the  supplier  until  he  has  resold 
the  goods. 

Insect    Repellant    for  Cosmetics.- — A 

non-volatile  glycol  with  a  high  boiling 
point,  2-ethylhexanediol-i,3,  is  now  being 
produced  in  the  U.S.  in  commercial  quan- 
tities for  general  chemical  application.  The 
material  was  first  used  during  the  war  as 
an  insect  repellant.  It  has  limited  water 
solubility  and  may  be  used  in  the  prepara- 
tion of  new  types  of  emulsifying  agents  and 
perfume  fixatives.  Reports  state  that  it  is 
readily  compatible  with  the  customary  in- 
gredients of  cosmetic  lotions  and  creams 
and  does  not  irritate  the  skin. 

New  Orleans  Has  "  Free  Zone.*' — A 
foreign  free  trade  zone  has  been  opened  in 
the  U.S.  port  of  New  Orleans.  In  the 
zone  no  import  duties  are  levied  and  mer- 
chandise of  foreign  origin  may  be  stored, 
broken  up,  repacked,  assembled,  sorted  and 
cleaned.  Customs  duties  are  not  assessed 
until  the  goods,  either  partly  or  completely, 
are  brought  into  the  country.  Goods  re- 
exported are  not  subject  to  any  fees,  save 
storage  charges.  Among  the  operations  to 
be  carried  on  in  the  New  Orleans  free  port 
are  the  cleaning  and  repacking  of  seeds  and 
drugs. 

Zanzibar  Customs  Tariff. — Under  a 
Zanzibar  Customs  Tariff  (Amendment  No. 
2)  Decree,  1946,  which  came  into  operation 
on  December  14,  1946,  toilet  soaps,  includ- 
ing shaving  soaps  and  creams,  and  sham- 
poos, entering  the  Protectorate,  are  subject 
to  a  basic  duty  of  15  per  cent,  ad  valorem. 
Dentifrices,  razors  and  safety  razor  blades 
are  subject  to  duty  at  the  same  rate,  while 
cosmetics  and  other  toilet  preparations 
carry  a  duty  of  30  per  cent.  The  duty  on 
perfumed  spirits  is  Shs.  50.00  per  imperial 
gall.

It  is  not  yet  clear  whether  the  present  high 
rate  of  Glycerin  production  will  continue 
over  the  last  half  of  this  year  since  soap 
kettle  operations  will  largely  be  dependent 
upon  consumer  demand  for  soaps  over  this 
period.  The  tightness  in  Pharmaceutical 
Chemicals  has  not  eased  owing  to  the  con- 
tinued shortage  of  basic  materials  such  as 
soda  ash  and  coal  tar  derivatives.  Crude 
Drugs  consumers  are  continuing  to  pur- 
chase only  against  immediate  requirements 
and  a  very  quiet  market  has  resulted.  The 
lack  of  activity  is  generally  attributed  to 
the  downward  price  trend  of  recent  weeks. 
Mexican  products  are  notable  exceptions  to 
the  price  decline  however,  while  high  labour 
costs  and  inflationary  tendencies  in  other 
foreign  countries  which  export  drugs,  are 
expected  to  limit  the  extent  of  further  re- 
ductions. There  have  been  some  substan- 
tial arrivals  of  Gum  tragacanth  during  the 
past  week  and  an  easier  tone  has  developed 
on  the  market. 

The  Essential  Oils  market  displays  a 
steadier  tone  than  in  recent  weeks  and  a 
better  inquiry  is  reported,  particularly  from 
beverage  manufacturers.
